entered  on  the  subject  of  the  Gospel.  1  found  him 
strongly  fortified  in  his  opposition  to  the  grace  of  God  ; 
and  learned,  that  on  his  journey  to  Montauhan,  having 
heard  of  the  discussions  that  were  agitated  there  re¬ 
specting  justification,  and  the  way  of  acceptance  with 
God,  he  had,  in  various  meetings,  entered  keenly  and 
even  violently  into  the  subject,  thinking  it  his  duty  to 
oppose,  with  all  the  energy  he  possessed,  such  a 
doctrine  as  that  of  justification  by  failh  without  works. 
This  question,  among  many,  we  fully  discussed  at  our 
first  and  subsequent  interviews.  1  had  not  encounter¬ 
ed  one  who  appeared  more  decidedly  hostile  to  the 
truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  although  he  was  not  an  Arian 
or  Socinian,  but  professed  to  believe  in  the  divinity  of 
Christ.  Having  met  him  one  evening,  I  proposed 
that  we  should  take  a  walk  in  the  country.  VV’e  im¬ 
mediately,  as  usual,  commenced  a  discussion  respect- 
'ing  the  Gospel,  each  of  us  maintaining  his  own  views  on 
the  subject  At  length,  1  began  to  speak  on  the  all- 
important  declaration  of  the  Lord  on  the  cross — ‘it 
IS  finished'  and  endeavoured  to  show  from  that  ex¬ 
pression,  that  every  thing  necessary  for  a  sinner’s  ac¬ 
ceptance  with  God  was  already  accomplished,  and 
that  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law,  for  righteousness  to 
every  one  that  believetli.  I  had  only  spoken  a  few 
minutes,  when  it  pleased  God  to  shine  in  his  heart, 
giving  him  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of 
God  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  suddenly  stopped 
and  with  extended  arms  vehemently  exclaimed  ‘C’est 
TRUP  GRAND  POUR  ETRK  VRAL.’  ‘It  IS  tOO  grcat  tO 

be  true!’  From  that  moment  there  was  no  more 
difference  of  opinion — no  farther  opposition  on  his 
part — no  more  objections.  In  Christ  he  was  a  new 
creature;  old  things  had  passed  away;  behold,  all 
things  had  become  new.  It  was  now  all  his  desire  lo 
hear  more  of  the  great  salvation.  Our  conversation, 
in  returning  to  town,  was  most  interesting  and  edify¬ 
ing.  He  remarked,  with  earnestness,  how  differently 
he  would  preach  when  he  should  go  back  to  his  fiock. 
He  confessed,  at  tlic  same  time,  that  he  had  often 
preached  on  texts  in  which  there  was  something  he 
had  not  fathomed,  *  approfondi,'  and  that  now  he 
knew  what  that  was.  This  is  worthy  of  notice,  as  it 
discovers  the  unsatisfactory  stale  of  mind  of  many, 
professing  to  preach  the  Gospel,  understand

MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  IN  ABYS¬ 
SINIA. 

The  Rev.  S.  Gobat,  whose  labours  and  trials  in 
Abyssinia,  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kugler, 
since  deceased,  w’ere  noticed  at  pp.  12:1, 166,  and  262, 
vol.  xxviii.,  subsequently  returned  from  that  benight¬ 
ed  field  of  labour  to  Europe,  and  has  published  a  journal 
of  his  residence  in  Abyssinia,  and  is  about  returning 
to  that  country  again.  The  Rev.  C.  W.  Isenberg 
gives  the  following  account  of  his  studies  at  Cairo, 
preparatory  to  entering  Abyssinia. — Miss.  Herald. 

I  have  lessons  in  Amharic,  in  the  afternoon,  from 
my  Abyssinians;  but  not  yet  regularly.  They  are 
present  at  the  lessons  which  I  have  every  night  from 
my  Arabic  teachers.  These  two  youths  go  on  very 
well  in  the  Christian  course.  I  witness,  with  great 
satisfaction,  the  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their 
hearts ;  and,  what  gives  me  a  decisive  proof  of  this  is, 
that  I  observe  them  growing  more  and  more  honest 
and  simple-minded — the  general  disposition  of  the 
Abyssinians  tending  rather  to  dissimulation  and  false¬ 
hood.  Having  arranged  to  celebrate  the  liOrd’s  Sup¬ 
per  on  Chiistmas-day,  all  the  members  of  our  mission¬ 
ary  family  here  participating,  we  fixed  upon  that  festi¬ 
val  for  our  monthly  communion.

ledge  of  the  Gospel,  and  that  their  anxiety  to  partake 
of  the  sicrament  proceeded  from  a  sincere  desire  to 
be  ektablished  in  their  faith  and  spiritual  union  with 
Christ.  I  stated  the  case  to  our  brethren ;  who  were 
very  glad  to  hear  of  it,  and  by  this  outward  act,  to  re¬ 
ceive  them  into  our  bond  of  fellowship.  Accordingly,

and  learned  men,  when  such  men  undertake  to  teach 
and  manage  children. 

Without  design  to  insinuate  the  least  possible  dis¬ 
respect  to  the  clergy,  it  is  seriously  asked,  whether 
their  order,  generally,  be  in  possession  of  this  impor¬ 
tant  secret?  Indeed,  how  should  they  possess  an  art 
which  is  not  acquired  by  thinking,  by  reading  or  hear¬ 
ing  lectures  on  education,  by  visiting  schools,  but  by 
all  these,  together  with  long  practice,  or  by  skilful 
assistance.

They  therefore  deserve  your 
pity  and  assistance,  and  even  your  admiration,  for 
someofthern,  within  a  few  years,  have  been  Christian 
martyrs.  Yes,  I  have  seen  the  friends  of  poor  Greeks, 
whom  we  are  accustomed  to  call  superstitious  and 
almost  barbarous,  who  have  laid  down  their  life  for 
the  cross  of  Christ. 

It  will  also  be  highly  interesting  to  you,  to  know 
that  the  greater  part  of  the  New  Testament,  which 
tells  us  of  life  and  immortality  in  Christ  Jesus,  was 
first  written  in  the  language  of  Greece.  That  lan¬ 
guage  is  still  in  a  great  measure  the  same,  and  I  can¬ 
not  think  of  a  more  delightful  thing  than  to  leach  the 
children  in  Greece  to  read  first  their  mother  tongue ; 
then,  with  a  little  study,  the  language  in  which’  the 
New  Testament  is  written  ;  and  lastly  lo  send  them 
the  same  Gospel,  even  to  the  very  words  written  by 
the  holy  Christians  of  old.  They  will  not  be  obliged 
to  use  a  translation.  ** 

Would  you  not  be  delighted  if  you  could  go  and 
stand  on  Mars’  Hill,  ascending  the  same  steps  cut  in 
the  side  of  the  rock,  up  which  the  Apostle  Paul  went, 
and  while  there,  with  the  Greek  Bible  in  your  hand, 
read  the  very  words  which  he  addressed  to  the 
Athenians,  and  on  that  very  spot?  You  cannot  all  go 
there,  and  you  cannot  all  read  the  Greek ;  but  do  you 
not  pity  the  children  who  live  in  the  city  w  here  Paul 
preached,  and  sometimes  go  upon  that  very  hill  to 
play,  without  so  much  as  knowing  that  the  holy 
Apostle  has  ever  been  there?  Some  such  children  I 
have  seen  in  Athens.  Before  our  missionaries  visited 
it  in  1831,  I  saw  a  great  many  wretched  children 
playing  in  rags  and  tilth  among  the  ruins  of  that 
celebrated  city,  and  hardly  one  of  them  could  read,  or 
had  ever  heard  of  St.  Paul.  There  was  scarcely  a 
child  in  Athens,  the  school  of  the  world,  who  had  a 
friend  to  leach  it  even  the  alphabet.  It  grieved  me 
deeply  to  see  so  much  ignorance  and  desolation  in 
the  ancient  city  of  splendour  and  wisdom.  You  will 
not  wonder,  therefore,  that  I  rejoiced  with  all  my 
heart  when  1  saw  the  American  missionaries,  who  had 
come  to  Athens  on  purpose  to  bring  what  the  poor 
Greek  children  needed,  books  and  instruction.  But 
when  I  describe  the  first  school  that  was  established, 
you  will  not  think  the  Athenian  children  had  a  very 
good  opportunity  to  learn.  The  missionaries  employed 
a  Greek  priest,  whose  name  was  Agalliangelos  or  in 
English  “  Good  angel,”  to  collect  the  children  together, 
and  I  went  in  to  see  them  the  first  day.  The  priest 
had  made  a  school-house  of  his  ruined  Church,  which 
was  built  of  rough  stones  and  mud,  and  was  not  so 
large  as  a  small  hut.  The  Church  never  had  a  board 
floor,  and  J  remember  the  little  barefoot  boys  were 
seated  on  the  ground,  cross-legged  like  the  Turks,  in 
a  circle  about  the  priest,  who  wore  a  black  cap,  and 
mantle  and  a  long  beard,  like  all  ti>e  priests  in  Greece. 


I  envy  no  quality  of  the  mind  or  intellect  in  others;  ■  But  you  w’ould  have  been  still  more  surprised  by  their
